2.  I  f^und  general  living  conditions  much  o.s  at  other  conns, 
but  with  the  splendid  additions  of  such  as  a  factory  in  full 
working  order,  making  'Peanut  Butter'  for  sale  at  reasonable 
nr ices .  Canteens  selling  fruit,  fresh  butter,  eggs  and  a 
varied  stock  of  chocolate  and  tinned  goods,  all  over  and  above 
the  Japanese  scale  of  rations  which  was  principally  rice,  with 
a  limited  amount  of  vegetables,  and  also  a  very,  very  limited 
amount  of  fresh  moat.  Football  and  general  recreational  games 
were  permitted.  Radio  loudspeakers  wore  installed  for  local 
broadcasting  etc.j  we  also  had  two  film  shows  shoving  Japanese 
orepaganda  films.  A  Japanese  movie  camera  staff  visited  the 
camp  and  took  soocial  shots  of  Prisoner  of  7ar  camp  life. 


3.  We  very  soon  learnt  the  reason  for  all  this.  The 
Japanese  wore  fattening  us  up  so  that  we  might  be  in  good 
physical  condition  to  build  Airfields  in  various  carts  of 
Japanese  occupied  territories.  The  first  week  in  April  1943 
the  Japanese  camp  officials  began  erourring  these  working 
parties  for  drafting  to  tho  various  islands.  One  morning  the 
fit  Prisoners  of  War  were  told  to  parade  on  tho  souaro.  The 
sick  were  told  to  stay  in  their  Quarters  s-  that  the  Japanese 
Medical  Officer  could  inspect  them  to  see  if  they  were  fit  to 
proceed  on  working  ear ties .  The  Japanese  Medical  Officer  duly 
arrived,  borrowed  a  cycle  and  rode  around  the  camp.  Upon  return 
to  the  camp  office  he  duly  stated  that  all  sick  in  quarters  were 
now  fit  and  should  all  be  included  on  the  nominal  rolls  of 
working  parties.  It  is  to  bo  noted  that  this  Japanese  Medical 
Officer  did  not  once  stop  or  enter  a  building  for  the  Purpose 
cf  examining  tho  patients.  On  the  nara.de  ground  the  Japanese 
Medical  Officer  duly  walked  un  and  down  the  ranks  of  the 
sunposedly  fit  men  and  duly  nassed  everybody  as  fit  for  in¬ 
clusion  in  the  working  parties  without  examining  any  single  man. 

4.  Prior  to  my  draft  leaving  on  this  working  party,  each 
Prisoner  of  War  was  issued  with  two  o.oirs  cf  canvas  rubber 
boots,  maximum  size 9s.  Those  Prisoners  of  War  who  required  a 
larger  size  than  9s  had  to  go  without  footwear. 


|  5.  This  draft  left  Soerabaya  on  11th  April  1943.  A  total  of 

two  Hi  ou  sand  and  fifty  Prisoners  of  7ar,  both  British  cand  Dutch 
»  were  all  consigned  to  Harrokoo.  Other  drifts  were  also  included 
f  in  tho  convoy  and  proceeded  to  AMBON  and  CERAM  Island.

AFFIDAVIT 


1  I,  Ho.  145281  Flying-Officer  DENIS  BRIAN  MASON,  R.A.F., 
at  present  stationed  at  COSFORD  near  WOLVERHAMPTON  and  with 
|  permanent  home  address  at  15,  Chalkpit  Terrace,  DORKING, 

Surrey,  make  oath  and  say  £S  follows :- 

1.  After  being  taken  Prisoner  of  ’'Aar  in  March  1942,  I  was 
sent  through  various  Prisoner  of  war  camps,  till  on  8th  Januarv, 
1943.  I  reached  ' Ynr.rmorkt 1  Camp,  Soerabaya,  Java.  There  I 
found  a  camp  which  already  had  four  thousand  Prisoners  of  7ar 
of  nixed  nationalities.  It  was  hero  that  preparations  were 
begun  for  the  despatch  of  working  parties  of  Prisoners  of  7a  r 
1  to  HAROEKOE  Island,  and  other  islands  in  the  area.,  for  the 
I  construction  of  airfields. 


2.  I  found  general  living  conditions  much  as  at  other  conns, 
but  v/ith  the  splendid  .additions  of  such  as  a  factory  in  full 
v/orking  order,  making  'Peanut  Butter'  for  sale  at  reasonable 
prices.  Canteens  selling  fruit,  fresh  butter,  eggs  and  a 
varied  stock  of  chocolate  and  tinned  goods,  all  over  and.  above 
the  Japanese  scale  of  rations  which  was  principally  rice,  with 

a  limited  amount  of  vegetables,  and  also  a  very,  very  limited 
amount  of  frosh  neat.  Football  and  general  recreational  games 
wore  permitted.  Radio  loudspeakers  were  installed  for  local 
brocadcasting  etc.;  we  -Iso  had  two  film  shows  showing  Japanese 
propaganda  films.  A  Japanese  movie  camera  staff  visited  the 
camp  and  took  special  shots  of  Prisoner  of  "Jar  camp  life. 

3.  We  very  soon  learnt  the  reason  for  all  this.  The 
Japanese  wore  fattening  us  up  so  that  we  night  be  in  good 
physical  condition  to  build  Airfields  in  various  parts  of 
Japanese  occupied  territories.  The  first  week  in  April  1943 
the  Japanese  camp  officials  began  preparing  these  working 
parties  for  drafting  to  tho  various  islands.

4.  Prior  to  my  draft  leaving  on  this  working  party,  each 
Prisoner  of  ’Vnr  was  issued  with  two  pairs  cf  canvas  rubber 
boots,  maximum  size 9s.  Those  Prisoners  of  ’Var  who  required  a 
larger  size  than  9s  had  to  go  without  footwear. 


|  5.  This  draft  loft  Soerabaya  on  11th  April  1943.  A  total  of 

two  thousand  and  fifty  Prisoners  of  v/ar,  both  British  .and  Dutch 
•  were  all  consigned  to  Harookoe.  Other  drafts  were  also  included 
/  in  tho  convoy  and  proceeded  to  AMBON  and  CERAM  Island. 
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|  6,  As  regards  the  Karockoo  draft,  they  boarded  a  Japanese 
1  shin  named  MAGCIE  MARU .  Accommodation  was  provided  in  the 
|  holes,  whore  a  wood  platform  had  been  erected  h  If  way  between 
the  two  decks.  Insto:d  of  walking  below,  one  had  to  crawl 
J below  with  ones  kit.  Officers  and  Doctors  and  ether  ranks  all 
jumbled  up  together.  Each  nr.n  had  to  himself  for  living,  eating 
and  sleeping  and  string  his  kit,  the  space  of  5  square  feet 
x  a  headroom  of  4  feet,  making  a  total  of  twenty  cubic  foot. 
During  the  whole  voyage  drink  in  the  form  cf  t or  was  issued  in 
unlimited  auantities.  Feed  was  very  poor,  consisting  of  two 
meals  a  day,  each  meal  being  approximately  100  grammes  ( 3 i~ 
ounces)  of  Rico  Pap,  with  an  addition  to  the  evening  meal  '-f  a 
small  measure  of  soup  containing  about  one  cunco  of  vegetables 
and  one  quart >r  ounce  of  shark  fish.  Washing  facilities  were 
almost,  non  existent.  Exercise  was  limited  tc  the  very  few 
occasions  during  the  voyage  that  we  were  permitted  to  go  cn 
deck  for  roll  call  and  visiting  the  latrines.  During  tho  last 
week  of  the  voyage,  when  the  Prisoners  of  Unr  wore  beginning 
to  go  sick,  a  few  men  at  a  tine  were  permitted  on  dock  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  Japanese  Major  ANAIv'I . 

7.  This  Japanese  Major  Anar.ii  hod  addressed  us  prior  tc  '■'ur 
leaving  Socrabaya  and  informed  us  that  "in  future  ho  was  to  be 
cur  commander  and  that  ,ro  were  to  look  at  his  ’bloody*  face  and 
that  our  lives  wore  tc  be  his  safety",  to  use  his  vary  wards. 

We  were  well  to  renonbar  his  words. 

8.  Dysentry  and  general  sickness  soon  began.  One  morning 
the  Prisoner  of  ”r  r  Doctors  started  to  organise  a  Prisoner  of 
’Jar  sick  parade  on  the  forepart  of  tho  ship.  Tho  Japanese  Major 
Anami  and  a  Japanese  Warrant  Officer  who  was  nicknamed  "yellow 
boots"  duly  attended  this  sick  parade.  "Yellow  boots"  proceeded 
to  beat  up  those  Prisoners  of  T7ar  who  reported  sick,  using  the 
flat  cf  his  sword  and  beating  them  until  they  all  replied  that 
they  were  not  sick.  So  ended  the  sick  parade. 

9.  No  life  saving  eouipmont  was  issued  to  the  Prisoners  of 
v/?.r.  The  firefighting  services  wore  non  existent,  and  there 
were  no  life  boats  on  board. 

10.  AMBCITA  town  was  reached  cn  1st  May.  1943,  and  it  was 
there  that  it  was  discovered  that  the  ship's  holds  wo re  full  of 
petrol,  bvabs  and  amunition.  Karookco  island  was  eventually 
reached  by  mysolf  and  the  party  cf  two  thousand  and  fifty 
Prisoners  of  ’7:.r  cn  5th  May,  1943 .  ’Jo  landed  at  night  in  a 
very  heavy  tropical  rainstorm  and  discovered  that  the  camp  was 
only  partly  built  and  was  still  under  construction. 

11.  Tho  n jxt  morning  the  sick,  who  amounted  to  about  50f , 
wore  weeded  out  and  tho  remainder  of  tho  Prisoners  of  ’7ar 
commerced  tc  complete  tho  construction  of  tho  camp,  which  was 
composed  of  bamboo  huts  covered  with  a  local  pain  leaf.  No 

tea  or  even  water  was  provided  tc  drink  for  the  first  four  days. 
The  first  meal  was  provided  after  26  hours  and  this  consisted  of 
sloppy  rice  of  3*  ounces  (100  grammes ) •  Food  for  tho  first  week 
was  appalling.  We  only  had  meals  once  in  every  twenty  four 
hours  which  consisted  every  time  of  sloppy  rice,  ’’’a.ter  was 
eventually  discovered  in  an  adjoining  river  which  was  used  for 
drinking  and  cooking.  This  river  was  highly  polluted,  as  the 
natives  used  it  as  a  latrine.

12.  Squadron  Leader  PITTS,  Royal  Air  Force,  was  the  senior 
British  Officer  in  the  camp,  with  Squadron  Leader  KOPICINS,  Royal 
Air  Force  as  second  senior  (now  dead).  The  British  Medical 
Officers  were:  Flight  Lieutenant  PKILPS,  and  Flight  Lieutenant 
FORBES,  Royal  Air  Force.  The  senior  N  thcrlnnd  East  Indies 
Forces  Doctor  was:  Captain  BUKING. 
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13.  Tho  Japanese  Major  (new  Colonel)  Ana.mi  was  in  charge 
of  all  Prisoner  of  War  Canps  in  tho  district  using  Haroekoc 
as  his  Hoadau.artcrs .  The  Japanese  2nd.  (now  1st)  Lieutenant 
KURISHIMA  was  camp  commandant.  His  staff  consisted  of  the 
Japanese  Sergeant  MORI  as  second  in  charge,  the  Korean  KASIAMA 
as  Engl ish- Japanese  interpreter,  plus  about  one  hundred  Koreans.

*  14.  On  the  third  day  after  arrival  at  this  cr.no  tho  Japanese 

*  said  that  the  major  task  of  constructing  a  Japanese  Airfield 

*  must  begin  the  next  day.  Working  parties  would  consist  of  as 

*  many  Prisoners  of  War  as  possible  working  in  tv/o  shifts  from 

*  daylight  to  dark. 

19.  It  was  pointed  out  t.°  the  Japanese  Lieutenant  KURISHIMA 
by  tho  Prisoner  of  u-p  Officers  that  obviously  the  Prisoners 
cf  War  were  not  in  a  fit  state  at  present  to  commence  heavy 
work  for  the  following  reasons:- 

(i)  Partial  sickness  of  almost  all  Prisoners  of 
War  when  they  left  Java. 

(ii)  General  conditions  on  board  shin,  such  as  over¬ 
crowding,  loss  of  sleep,  lack  of  exercise,  and 
general  bad  feeding. 

(iii)  Very  bad  feeding  since  arrival  at  Haroekoc . 

(iv)  Very  little  sleep  since  arrival  at  Haroekoc  owing 
to  sleeping  on  the  v/ot  and  flooded  ground. 

All  of  these  points  were  disregarded  by  the  Japanese  and  the 
next  morning  the  working  p-rties  began.  Later  this  same  day 
all  Prisoner  of  War  Officers  left  in  camp,  waro  paraded  and 
severely  beaten  up  by  Sergeant  Mori  and  Lt.  Kurishima, 
presumably  as  intimidation  tactics. 

16.  After  about  the  first  week  the  sick  rate  amongst  the 
Prisoners  of  War  was  so  high  (principally  Dyscntry)  that  the 
Japanese  were  very  worried  and  ordered  all  Prisoners  cf  v,ar 
in  camp  that  c  :uld  crawl  to  build  sleeping  platforms  in  the 
barracks.  On,  I  think,  it  was  the  eighth  day,  there  were  so 
)r.any  sick  that  all  Airfield  working  parties  wore  stopped,  and 
the  whole  Prisoner  of  War  camp  was  turned  into  a  hospital  area. 

I  took  over  inside  working  parties  under  tho  direction  of  Sergeant 
Mori  and  all  the  Prisoners  cf  War  that  could  possibly  do  a 
little  work,  carried  on  improving  tho  camp.  The  difficult 
part  of  this  was,  that  Sergeant  Mori  would  not  give  me  a  fr  c 
hand.  I  was  an  expert  at  camp  construction  and  ho  knew 
absolutely  nothing. 

17.  The  existing  latrines  were  only  open  trenches  and  the 
flies  wore  breeding  in  multitudes  and  carrying  the  dyscntry 
germs  to  all  and  sundry.  The  camp  was  immediately  cn  the  edge 
of  the  sea.  I  roouested  Sergeant  Mori  to  give  me  the  materials 
and  permission  to  construct  a  latrine  immediately  ever  the 
sea,  explaining  that  tho  existing  sanitary  accommodation  was 
causing  the  spread  of  disease  in  the  camp.  Permission  was 
refused.  Later  a  Japanese  Medical  Officer  arrived,  and  I 
repeated  ny  request  to  him.  He  duly  considered  it  and  turned 
it  down  giving  as  reasons  the  following:  "That  tho  dyscntry 
germs  would  pollute  the  sea.  spread  all  over  the  world  and  thus 
would  reach  Japan."  At  this  stage  rubbish  in  the  camp  was 
disposed  of  under  Sergeant  Mori's  instructions  in  open  holes 

jdug  in  the  ground,  those  simply  provided  brooding  places  for 
the  flics.  I  pointed  out  to  Sergeant  Mori  how  dangerous  this  was, 
|and  reouosted  permission  to  build  an  incinerator,  and  thus 
.burn  the  rubbish.  This  v»as  refused  on  the  grounds  that  Allied 
1  Aircraft  would  see  the  smoke  from  the  incinerator. 

! 
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\  T87*  After  throe-  hundred  Prison,  rs  of  "h\ r  had  died  in  this 
|  camp  over  a  period  cf  one  year,  I  eventually  persuaded  the 
Japanese  to  let  no  build  a  latrine  ever  the  sea.  They  never 
I  did  grant  permission  to  build  an  incinerator.  During  this 
period  of  one  year,  I  repeatedly  asked  permission  and  material 
I  to  alter  the  pernicious  system  of  open  trench  latrines.  This 
was  refused  repeatedly.  The  Japanese  remedy  to  overcome  the 
"fly"  nuisance  was  to  issue  an  order  that  "nil  Prisoners  of  '.hr , 
including  officers,  ’/ore  to  c~tch  so  many  hundred  flies  a  day, 
the  catch  to  be  counted  at  night  by  the  Prisoner  of  ’7r.r  Company 
Commanders".  I  repeatedly  stressed  in  conjunction  v/ith  the 
Prisoner  of  War  Medical  Officer  that  this  method  was  of  little 
use  and  that  the  remedy  vans  to  stop  the  flies  breeding  by 
adopting  my  recommendations  as  regards  sanitary  arrangements. 

As  the  sickness  get  worse  and  the  death  rate  began  to  creep 
upwards,  the  Prison ..r  of  7?r  Medical  Officer  made  repeated 
reou^sts  to  the  Japan -se  far  supplies  of  medicines  and  better 
food.  The  small  quantities  as  supplied  ./ere  hopelessly  in¬ 
adequate  . 

19.  The  whole  camp  of  Prisoners  of  ”•  r r  at  this  time  were 
existing  on  a  24  hour  ration  of  150  grammes  (5+  ounces)  of 
rice.  The  Japanese  wore  apparently  under  the  impression  that 
very  sick  men  would  recover  and  get  well  again  on  this  diet,  and 
soon  bo  fit  cnee  more  for  heavy  manual  '■’ork  cn  the  construction 
of  their  airfield.  In  a  very  short  time  almost  every  Prisoner 
of  7ar  had  Bcri-Beri  tr  add  to  his  troubles  and  the  death  rate 
was  mounting  daily  to  as  much  as  14  and  15 •  After  a  few  weeks 
of  this  high  death  rate  the  Japanese  decided  that  working 
parties,  sick  included,  must  carry  on  the  construction  cf  the 
airfield.  I  witnessed  the  first  parade  of  the  sick  men  at 

2  p.m.  cne  day.  Attending  the  parade  were  patients.  Prisoner 
cf  7ir  Medical  Officers,  the  senior  camp  °riscn_r  of  *7ar  Officer, 
the  Japanese  Medical  Officer,  Lt.  Kuri shine.,  Sgt.  Mori  and 
Kasiama. 

20.  A  Japanese  gave  the  order  to  step  forward  to  the  first 
patient,  vho  was  a  Dutchmen.  The  Jan-. nose  then  asked  what  the 
trouble  was.  The  Prisoner  cf  Vf  r  Medical  Officer  explained 
that  it  was  a  bad  c'.so  cf  Bori-Bori  and  the  patient  could 
barely  walk.  So  Sgt.  Mori  then  gave  the  patient  a  terrific 
clout  in  the  small  of  th^  back  with  a  bamboo  pole  which  was 
about  6  ft  long  by  about  2  inches  in  dinnotre.  This  clout 
litoraHy  picked  the  patient  up  about  2  foot  into  the  air  and 
deposited  him  about  5  feet  from  where  ho  had  boon  standing.  I 
buried  this  n  tiont  a  few  days  later. 

21.  And  so  it  went  on.  The  P.C.7.  Medical  Officers  protested 
and  wore  beaten  uo  for  their  trouble.  This  is  a  tynical  example 
of  dozens  cf  such  or.  rod  os  that  went  on  by  all  of  the  Japanese 
mentioned  above  v'hon  they  were  seeking  sick  P.0.vr  •  for  working 
parties. 

22.  Hospital  conditions  wore  almost  indescribable.  The  P.O.’1. 
Medical  Officers  and  staff  struggled  on  manfully  against  almost 
hopeless  odds.  Not  only  was  there  starvation  and  an  almost 
complete  lack  of  medical  supplies,  but  also  savage  brutality 

to  sick  P.0.7. ,  P.O. 7.  Medical  Officers  and  their  staffs  by  Sgt. 
Mori  and  Kasiena,  often  \idcd  and  abetted  by  Lt.  Kurashina. 

The  patients  in  general  wo re  locking  like  living  skeletons. 

Those  patients  who  c  uld  cither  walk  or  stagg  .r  \:sed  tc  go  on 
| to  the  sea  beach  and  gather  sea  vermin  such  as  snails  etc., 

•cook  theso  and  share  with  their  weaker  cam  ad  .a .  Others  caught 
•'rats  and  nice  and  all  went  into  the  cocking  pat  in  their  e.l- 
I  tnost  hopeless  task  of  trying  to  get  sufficient  iood  tc  keep  alive. 

I  ■  ♦  <►*  •» 
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Dogs  and  cats  went  the  sane  way  into  the  cocking  pot,  but 
when  these;  wore  obtainable  they  wore  cooked  in  the  c.. no 
kitchen  for  the  benefit  of  the  canp  ns  a  v/holo.  xhe  sick 
p.O.W.  were  as  eager  as  possible  to  gain  sufficient  strength 
to  stagger  on  to  the  Japanese  working  parties,  as  these  get 
a  little  extra  food  in  the  way  of  very  snail  issue  cf  neat 
and  vegetables.  Also  ether  methods  of  obtaining  food  ^utside 
the  camp  wore  sometimes  possible,  such  as  exchanging  personal 
possessions  with  the  natives.  Also  Srt.  !-;eri  was  trading  in 
a  big  way  and  exchanging  articles  for  ford  with  the  ,  .0.  . 


23.  Malaria  was  also  on  the  upgrade  when  I  took  over  the 
reconstruction  cf  this  car.ro.  I  stressed  to  Sgt.  Mori  the 
importance  of  ny  being  permitted  to  carry  out  nnti-nalarla 
measures  on  the  outskirts  cf  the  carro.  Numerous  applications 
were  also  made  to  Lt.  Kurishina  both  by  myself  and  the  P.O.  . 
Medical  Officers  which  were  persistently  refused j,  until  wo 
had  been  in  the  canp  some  twelve  months.  £von  after  this, 
anti-malaria  precautions  were  only  allowed  to  be  carried  out 
in  a  most,  unsatisfactory  manner.

Thus  the  non  never  saw  the  inside  of  their  barrack  in  the  day¬ 
light  or  had  any  form  of  recreation.  Sven  bathing  in  the 
adjacent  river  had  to  be  carried  out  in  the  dark. 

25.  During  the  whole  of  the  period  spent  in  this  canp.  i.e. 
some  15  months,  the  only  recreation  we  had  was  two  football 
matches,  two  concerts  and  for  the  first  three  months  only, 

Sunday  evening  Church  services.  No  Red  Cross  supplies  of  any 
kind  was  ever  received.  In  May  1944,  the  Japanese  let  us 
write  one  postcard  home,  morale  increased  a  little  at  this, 
but  these  postcards  were  burnt  and  as  far  as  I  can  trace,  not 
one  ever  left  the  island.  About  100  letters  and  six  cablegrams 
were  received  at  Christmas  1943  >  this  good  luck  cheered  the 
recipients  up  no  end. 

26.  T!r:  usual  slappings  and  beatings  v/ent  on  in  this  ca.mp  ns 
in  all  others,  in  the  majority  of  cases  for  the  most  trivial 
offences  and  very  often  for  no  offence  at  all. 

27.  Th*  clothing  and  footwear  situation,  particularly  the 
latter,  became  very  acute  after  the  first  few  month 3.  as  the 
P.O.W.  vrere  working  almost  continuously  on  C  ml  surface. 

Orly  once,  did  the  J  .">•  n*<se  issue  a  few  items  of  Do  cb  uniform 
clothing,  which  was  helplessly  inadequate  for  the  //hole  camp. 

I  And  for  the  last  year  in  the  camp  almost  all  P.O.’V.  had  no 
I  footwear  cf  any  kind. 

1  28.  Lots  of  P.O .¥/.  v/crc  having  trouble  with  their  eyes, 

’  principally  through  malnutrition.  Some  v/ent  quite  blind,  some 
[  semi-blind.  Many  attempted  to  carry  on  with  the  outside  working 
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i  parties  as  the  only  hose  of  obtaining  sufficient  food  to 
1  keep  then  alive.  Those  conditions  were  particularly  bnc.  on 
1  the  airfield  construction  jb,  owirir  to  the  very  iicrco  gl -re 
of  the  sun,  shining  on  the  Coral  surf  ace.  e  rs.coc.  tne 
|  Japanese  t->  supply  sun  glasses. 

I  29.  After  ,fe  had  been  in  this  carp  fer  sono  weeks,  the 
Japanese  gave  us  permission  to  have  a  snail  shop, and  purchase 
local  supplies  of  fruit,  etc.  Sgt.  Mori  controlled  the 
purchases,  \nd  also  the  selling  side  under  two  ?.0.*.  oxficors, 
namely  F/0  Hobson  and  F/C  Corbet,  P..A.F.  Only  those  who 
worked  hard  were  permitted  to  purchase  theso  very _ limited 
supplies  of  goods  ^n  a  coupon  system.  Thus  the  side,  had  very 
little  opportunity  of  buying  anything.  I.  understand  from  the 
two  named* officers ,  that  at  least  for  one  month  Sgt.  .ori  s 
account  had  to  bo  written  off  to  the-  extent  "i  t  ivc  bunc.r  c 
builders,  which  of  course  noant,  that  the  P.O.U.  had  to  foot 
the  bill.  At  another  :.ccasioR  the  ?.0.r'.  fund  at  the  canteen 
had  to  pay  for  a  supply  of  live  pigs  that  wore  delivered  for 
Japanese  consumption,  to  the  extent  of  one  hundred  and  eighty 
suiidors,  and  sc  the  story  of  corruption  could  go  rn.  ^ftsr  c. 
tine,  provided  ^.0.”T.‘s  worked,  hard,  the  supply  of  rico  was 
increased  to  400  grammes  a  day. 

30.  As  regards  A.N.?.  precautions  in  the  camp,  although  wo 
repeatedly  requested  the  Japanese  permission  to  provide  shelter 
accommodation,  it  was  same  months,  before  permission  was  obtained 
and.  then  the  °.0/7.  had  to  dig  these  in  their  spare  time.  I 
have  already  explained  their  working  hours,  so  it  cr.n  bc^clc  .rly 
understood  what  spare  tine  the  men  had.  As  regards  A.R.?. 
trenches  on  the  airfield,  it  was  not  until  wc  had  been  on  tne 
airfield  for  r  year,  that  provision  wa s  made  in  this  respect^, 
although  plenty  of  allied  aircraft  were  operating  in  the  vicinity, 

31.  After  we  had  ^ccuricd  this  comp  for  several  months,  the 
buildings  started  to  collapse,  and  the  Japanese  gave  mo  permis¬ 
sion  to  rebuild,  the  whole  c:;np,  working  under  the  direct  in¬ 
structions  •'f  Sgt.  Mori.  So,  using  seni-sick  P.0.  r.  as  a 
labour  force,  I  rebuilt  the  whelo  camp.  ”/o  also  organised  large 
areas  as  gardens.  Thasc  better  living  conditions,  together  with 
quantities  of  vegetables  from  the  gardens,  greatly  improved 

the  health,  morale  and  spirit  cf  tho  whole  carp. 

32.  Of  the  two  thousand  and  fifty  ?. 0.7.  that  started,  in 
this  camp,  three  hundred  and  eighty  six  died  and  were  buried 
there.  In  addition  a  p  rty  of  six  hundred  very  sick  loft  to 
return  to  Java  in  October-Novonbor  1943,  and  at  later  d  tes 
various  other  small  parties  of  sick  ijft  to  return  to  Java. 

33.  I  consider  that  the  causes  of  death  of  tho  3^6  ?.G.,,T. 
who  died  on  this  island,  can  bo  attributed,  to  the  following

Sgt.  Mori.

Habitually  wears  glasses  and 
presumably  was  in  a  Japanese 
cavalry  regiment,  as  he  were 
jack  boots  with  spurs.
